Institute of Technology, was to have 
been the principal speaker. Due to 
sudden illness, Dr. Killian was unable 
to attend and Mr. Frederick R. Lack, 
Senior Vice President, Research, 
summarized his address as follows: 

“Dr. Killian was to discuss with 
you this morning some of the many 
thorny problems arising from our 
vast national research and develop¬ 
ment effort and the difficulties we face 
in managing it wisely. . . 

“He points out that we are a re¬ 
search-oriented society, a condition 
that has arrived so fast that quite 
understandably we have growing 
pains. . . 

“He then warns that there is a real 
danger that federal research will price 
private research out of existence, that 
the ease of getting government con¬ 
tracts and the exceptionally high 
salaries frequently characteristic of 
these contracts may tempt private 
companies to reduce substantially, 
programs financed by themselves. 

“He then points out with such a 
large diversion of our technical man¬ 
power and resources to research for 
defense that in the area of civilian 
commercial research we are in danger 
of being surpassed by countries not 
having a large defensive effort such 
as Germany, Japan or Britian. . . 

“This Center we dedicate today 
symbolizes and epitomizes this flow 
of creative force. It reflects the 
spirit of a Company, suffused with a 
tropism to create, affording all its 
personnel a sense of the delights and 
fulfillments of seeking, of discovery, 
and of adventure. One of the great 
inventions of our industrial democracy 
has been this type of corporate 
institution, soundly instrumented for 
profit, competitively strong and ani¬ 
mated throughout by the spirit of

Throngs of Sprague employes, their 
families and interested community 
friends filled the new Research Center 
on Saturday, October 13. The first 
guests were waiting when the doors 
opened at 9 A.M. and the crowd 
continued until closing time at 2 P.M. 

Mr. Robert C. Sprague, Chairman 
of the Board and Chief Executive 
Officer, and other officers, greeted the 
guests as they entered the foyer. Mr. 
Sprague expressed extreme pleasure 
at the interest shown in the new 
building. The many family groups 
inspecting the facilities were especially 
gratifying. One Sprague engineer 
remarked about the keen interest 
which the children displayed in the 
various exhibits and demonstrations 
throughout the laboratory. They 


looked and listened, and it is hoped, 
considered the possibility of a career 
in the field of science. 

A prearranged tour route had been 
indicated by arrows to channel the 
flow of visitors in an orderly manner 
and to allow them to see each area. 
Employes were on hand to explain 
various pieces of equipment and 
demonstrate their use. 

The library was the first stop on the 
tour. Here guests saw the attrac¬ 
tive study area provided for all Spra¬ 
gue employes. Quite complete col¬ 
lections of scientific journals in physics 
and chemistry are available as well 
as most of those in electricity. 

Next on the tour was the Physics 
Laboratory on the second floor. Here 
theoretical work is done in connec¬ 
tion with the development and im¬ 
provement of materials used in 
transistors and capacitors. The lab¬ 
oratory contains a large number of 
instruments to measure the phen¬ 
omena associated with this work. 
From the Physics Laboratory the tour 
proceeded to the Drafting Room and a 
display of masks used in producing 
microcircuits, and on to the area 
where high vacuum work is perform¬ 
ed. Guests were shown a helium 
leak detector in operation. Helium 
gas sprayed over the outside of a de¬ 
vice will instantly detect and analyze 
a leak although the rate of leak is so 
small that it would take 5,000 years 
for the leak to pass 1 cubic inch of air. 

The next stop, the Glass Blowing 
Shop, proved fascinating for young 
and old alike. As a demonstration 
our expert glassblower was making 
small glass botdes with a penny 
inside. Needless to say, he had 
difficulty keeping up with the re¬ 


quests for these ‘souvenirs’. His 
actual work includes making intricate 
and difficult experimental glass equip¬ 
ment capable of withstanding extreme 
temperature changes. In this same 
area our watchmaker was performing 
the finest kind of mechanical work. 

In the next area visited welding of 
gold wire was being performed. 
Visitors saw demonstrations of semi¬ 
conductors and microminiature cir¬ 
cuits. Work is done here with films 
as thin as 25 Angstroms or 98 bil¬ 
lionths of an inch. The next lab¬ 
oratory housed solid state chemistry of 
thin film oxides, and in the following 
laboratory work was being done on 
solid electrolyte batteries which are 
very small and have a very long life.

Report on Safety Activities For 1961-62 


Because of the interest of Sprague 
Electric in the safety of its employes, 
the accident rate is considerably lower 
on the job than outside the plant. This 
is borne out by the report recently 
issued by Corporate Safety Super¬ 
visor Anthony Sacco on the safety 
activities of the Company between 
July 1, 1961 and June 30, 1962. A 
total of over 7,020,000 manhours 
were worked during this period with 
only ten lost-time accidents. This 
record is 70% better than the Massa¬ 
chusetts average and one which every 
employe can look to with pride. 

Of the seven areas covered in the 
report, two worked the complete 
year without incurring a lost-time 
accident. 1'he Special Products Divi-

LOG Receives Award 
In Score Contest For 
March Annual Report 

The Sprague LOG was the re¬ 
cipient of a high rating in the Ninth 
Employe Annual Report Contest 
sponsored by The Score. Published 
by Newcomb and Sammons of 
Chicago, The Score reports to man¬ 
agement on developments and trends 
in employer-employe communica¬ 
tions. The contest judges the quality 
and effectiveness of company publica¬ 
tions making annual reports to em¬ 
ployes. 

The award placed the LOG in 
46th position in the broad field of 
companies who report their financial 
status to employes, and is given “for 
the planning, preparation and pro¬ 
duction of a distinguished financial 
report for employes during the year 
ending July 1, 1962”. 

The judging panel included: Carl 
C. Harrington, senior editor of ‘Mill 
& Factory’, New York City, who 
served as panel chairman; Dean 
Earl F. English, School of Journalism, 
University of Missouri, Columbia; 
Joseph LaViolette of LaVoilette Stu¬ 
dios, Chicago; and Gordon Strachan, 
director of public relations, Illinois 
Manufacturers Association, also of 
Chicago. 


sion under David B. Peck, Vice Presi¬ 
dent, worked 571,890 manhours with¬ 
out a lost-time injury, as did the 
Ceramic Department with a total of 
155,221 manhours worked. 

Enviable records of only one lost¬ 
time accident were accumulated by 
Robert S. Tecple’s departments with 
2,262,333 manhours worked, by the 
Engineering and Research Laborator¬ 
ies with a total of 493,741 manhours, 
and by all of the offices with 1,662,999 
manhours. 

The 1961-62 figures reflect an im¬ 
provement over the 1960-61 figures. 
In the latter period there were 
6,319,885 manhours worked and 
eleven lost-time accidents. 

It was also announced that the 
Company has recently begun in¬ 
stalling scat belts in its trucks and 
cars. The National Safety Council 
points out that seat belts in every car, 
used at all times by driver and 
passengers, could save at least 5,000 
lives a year and reduce serious auto 
injuries by one third. This program 
is part of the Company’s continuing 
effort to provide for the safety of its 
employes at all times. 

Such programs, coupled with each 
employe’s acquired habit to practice 
safety on the job is responsible for the 
safety record of over 7 million man¬ 
hours worked with such a small 
number of lost-time accidents.

Credit Union Lowers 
Loan Requirements 

The Sprague Electric Credit Union 
recently announced new loan terms. 
The most significant change involved 
lowering the required seniority to 5 
years, instead of the previous 10 
years, on personal loans of $500 with 
no co-makers. The maximum per¬ 
sonal loan was also increased to $1500 
with 2 co-makers and over 5 years of 
seniority. 

All loans are fully insured at no 
extra cost and are available to a 
maximum of 30 months. Each loan 
application is considered by the 
committee on an individual basis. 
Any Sprague employe who is a mem¬ 
ber of the Credit Union and has more 
than six months seniority may apply 
for a loan. Loan rates are consider¬ 
ably lower than at other loan agencies, 
and employes are urged to take 
advantage of this service when the 
need arises. 

The semi-annual meeting of the 
Credit Union will be held on Nov¬ 
ember 20 in the Building 9 Con¬ 
ference Room at 5:15 P.M. and all 
interested members are invited to 
attend. Two proposals will be con¬ 
sidered at this time. They are: 

1. Proposal for amending Article 
VII, Section 4 (e), which reads “To 
fix the rate of semi-annual dividend, 
if any, to be paid on shares for the 
period ending April 30.”; to read as 
follows: “to fix the rate of semi¬ 
annual dividend, if any, to be paid on 
shares for the six month period ending 
April 30 and October 31.” 

2. Proposal for amending Article 
XI, Section 4 (c) which reads “Upon 
the recommendation of the board of 
directors, the rate of dividend, if any, 
to be paid on shares for the six months 
ending October 31.”; to read as 
follows: “This section is hereby 
repealed.”

dates both of the latter, having been 
formed in the United States in 1904. 
There are thirty-six member countries 
of I. E. C., which has the responsi¬ 
bility of writing the standards which 
are used in world trade in electrical 
and electronic parts and apparatus of 
all kinds. Participation by the Unit¬ 
ed States is particularly important 
to protect the foreign markets of 
United States manufacturers. 

Mr. Podolsky is Technical Advisor 
for the United States National Com¬ 
mittee of the I. E. C., and Chairman 
of the International Standards Com¬ 
mittee of the Electronic Industries 
Association.

This project is being carried 
out in cooperation with the Depart¬ 
ment of Defense and the three Armed 
Services. 

The twenty-three United States 
delegates who were selected and pre¬ 
pared for the I. E. C. meeting under 
Mr. Podolsky’s guidance have been 
provided by such leading companies 
as General Electric, Radio Corpora¬ 
tion of America, Bell Telephone 
Laboratories, International Tele¬ 
phone and Telegraph Corporation, 
General Radio, and by the Signal 
Corps Engineering Laboratories and 
the National Bureau of Standards. 

Mr. Podolsky is a Fellow of the 
Institute of Radio Engineers and of 


the American Institute of Electrical 
Engineers, and is a member of t|je 
Berkshire Chapter of the Massachu¬ 
setts Society of Professional Engineers.

Interesting exhibits demonstrated the 
function of these silver/silver chloride 
units. 

Upon returning to the first floor 
the tour group entered the Solid 
State Diffusion laboratories. In this 
laboratory junctions are made on 
semiconducting material, and it is 
from work of this sort that diodes and 
transistors are produced as well as 
our new integrated circuits. In the 
Organic Chemistry Department the 
ultra violet spectrophotometer and 
vapor fractometer proved of great 
interest. The work in this area is of 
an advanced research type. Other 
equipment which proved interesting 
was the electron microscope which 
can produce magnifications up to 
100,000 times. With this equipment 
we have learned much about the very 
minute structures from which our 
products are made, and we are 
constantly studying and learning 
more. 

In the basement the service area 
proved of interest. The most modern 
equipment provides air conditioning, 
air filtering and temperature control. 
In the hall a wall panel had been 
removed to show how hot and cold 
water, deionized water, air under 
pressure, and gas are piped through 
the risers to each module. 

Final points of interest were the 
metallographic microscope which is 
used to study the materials used in 
semiconductors, particularly in refer¬ 
ence to purity and structural per¬ 
fection, and the radio frequency 
equipment which is used to melt 
germanium and silicon for the growth 
of single crystals for use in transistors. 

Following the tour souvenirs were 
distributed and a light lunch served 
in the tent at the rear of the building.

creativity. Through such institu¬ 
tions, as the Sprague Electric Com¬ 
pany, more and more people come 
to share in the rewards of a truly 
creative, private-enterprise society.” 

Mr. Sprague held a press con¬ 
ference in the Research Center 
library on the day of the dedication. 
Mr. Ernest L. Ward, President; Dr. 
Wilbur A. Lazier, Senior Vice Presi¬ 
dent, Engineering; Mr. Frederick R. 
Lack; Dr. John L. Sprague, Senior 
Vice President and Co-Director of 
Engineering; and Dr. Frederick M. 
Fowkes, Director of Research were 
also present at the conference. 

In his opening comments, Mr. 
Sprague described the laboratory as 
the “finest research facility in the 
component industry.” He said it 
would delve into some “highly 
sophisticated” areas of solid state 
physics and thin film electronics. 
Built on a “flexible, modular basis,” 
providing the “greatest ratio of useful 
laboratory space I’ve ever seen in a 
building of this sort,” he said. “Its 
real beauty lies in the ease with which 
the present structure could be ex¬ 
panded to triple its present size.” 

In response to a question from re¬ 
porters, Mr. Sprague expressed a 
reluctance to get deeply involved in 
government research, and noted that 
the Company now had no govern¬ 
ment research contracts. However, 
he added that he had been convinced 
of the desirability of seeking “some” 
government contracts in the areas of 
basic or pure research. 

U. S. Representative Silvio O. 
Conte of Pittsfield called the Re¬ 
search Center “a great stride for all of 
Northern Berkshire.” The area’s 
economy, he said, “has a great stake 
in the advances brought about by the 
future which this building houses.” 

Also on the speaking program were 
Mayor F'rancis C. Florini who ex¬ 
tended the official greetings of the 
City of North Adams; the Right 
Reverend Monsignor John P. Dono¬ 
hue and the Rev. Dr. Virgil V. 
Brallier.
